the Argentine republic, the situation is 
peculiar and needs some special expla- 
nation.

do Sul accepted the new form of gov- 
ernment quite us readily and with 
as little disturbance as any other;

says that among them tho national 
feeling is much stronger than state at- 
tachments, and that Ihoy are entirely 
Brazilian in their sentiments and aspir- 
ations.

mont, the Brazilian minister of foreign 
relations, to the ministers of Brazil in 
all European countries and the United 
Statofl.

THK ENGLISH VIEW OF IT. 


Sensational Beporta with Manifestly 


Little Foundation lu Faot. 


LONDON, Nov. 13 —There IB no longer 


doubt that Brazil is in tho throes of a 
civil war, and that most serious upris- 
ings of troops and citizens against the 
authority of Marshal Da Fonseca, the 
dictator, have taken place. The re- 
ports classed us sensational and un- 
founded, which have been in circula- 
tion here for a week past, and -which 
have increased In gravity, hour by 
hour,' seem not to have been exagger- 
ated iu the slightest. In fact, it would 
appear that the true state of affairs ia 
much more alarming than that already 
btuted. 


Important clispaich.es have been re* 


coived here to-day, in spite of the strict 
censorship observed by the dictator's 
orders over all telegraph and cable of- 
fices. It is tmc that these messaged 
have been of tlie briefest nature and 
in 
cipher, purposely 
distorted and 


changed to deceive the censors; but 
enough is known for it to be stated 
that according- to these dispatches, ciri] 
war is raging in Brazil; that two or 
more provinces have declared their in- 
tlopendencc; that an engagement has 
boon fought between the troops adher- 
ing to the dictator and the forces of 
those opposing his power, and that the 
latter have wounded and captured at 
least one general officer, Gen. Ferna- 
dez. from this it is judged that Da 
Fonscea's troops have been defeated, 
and that more serious conflicts may be 
looked forward to, as the dictator has 
openly announced his intention of put- 
ting down n'hat he terms as the "re- 
bellion" by all the measures in his 
power 


The first dispatch received j'esterclaj 


morning said that u force of 4,000 Bra- 
zilian troops of the garrison had re- 
volted, and it \vjis naturally inferred 
thut it YVJS :L revolt'.upon the part oi 
the garrison at Rio Janeiro. Such, 
Jiouovcr, d )cs not now .scorn to Jjayc 
boon the case, for a later message bad 
it thai the troops forming the garrisons 
of seveial Brazilian towns had revolted 
and that in all 4,000 men had risen 
against the dictator. 


In addition, tlie revolt in tho province 


of Rio Grande do Snl is spreading so 
rapidly that a largo body of well-armed 
citizens will bu ri-atly iu a very fow 
days to take the Held ic defense of the 
territory which they have declaied n' 
free state. Their leaders are gathering 
arms, ammunition and men at various 
points, and provisions are baing pro- 
vided, on all sides, by voluntary contri-^ 
buttons or upon payment in notes in- 
dorsed by the revolutionary leaders. 
In view of tlie fact that some of the 
dictator's war aliips arc expected to 
take a hand in the struggle preparing 
in tlie revolted province referred to, 
stops arc being taken, It is said, to de- 
fend by torpedoes or by other methods 
the entrance to Dos IJatos bay, leading 
to Porto Alogro, tlie capital. 


Yesterday's dispatches from Brazil 


also announce that Fonseca was leav- 
ing or had left Rio, and thut he was ex- 
pected shortly at Sao J'aulo, capital of 
the lirazilian province of that name 
and situated abdut 300 miles southwest 
of 
Rio Janeiro, and some GO miles 


northwest of Santos 
Sao Paulo is one 


of the oldi-st tjItU** in Biaxil, and is the 
place where tlie provincial assembly 
holds its nn'i'Ungs 
It is expected that 


Fousecu is uilher contemplating mak- 
ing Sao Paulo the base of his opera- 
tions against the rebels or that he pre-

Another dispatch also received yes- 


terday morning- says Uiut the province 
of Minas-Geraes ami Los Catiliuos are 
supporting tho movement In opposition 
to Fonseca. 
MinaS-Geraes is north of 


Sao Paulo, and the latter province "be- 
tween Minas-Oeraos and the province 
of Rio Grande do Sul; so it ia imagined 
that F6nseca's move to Sao Paulo may 
have been in order to prevent a junc- 
tion of the forces of Mmas-Geraea and 
Rio Grande do Sul, with the possibility 
of the insui gents marching upon Bio 
Janeiro after tho junction had been 
formed, 


If it ia true, and there seems to be 


no reason to tloubt it, that tho province 
of Minas-Gerues has joined in the 
movement against tlie depotism of Fon- 
seca, it means that a population of con- 
siderably over two million people, a 
very rich province, having vast prairies 
covered with cattle, important iron 
works, and, in a word, one of the rich- 
est and most populous provinces iu 
Brazil, has declared itscU opposed to 
the methods employed by tho dictator, 
and that it has determined, by force of 
arms, if necessary to defend its liber- 
tics and to leave no stone unturned to 
bring about the deposition of Fonseca 
from power. 


The question which is most troubling

court, for assistance in finding her 
daughter. Mrs. Barrett said that, dur- 
ing the afternoon of the day previous 
.o the young girl's disappearance a 
neighbor heard screams in the house 
and saw "Cherry Eipe" rush out of 
doors, pursued by a man. Since that 
time the beautiful model has not been 
heard of. 


And now comes the strangest part of 


the affair. A story possibly even un- 
rue, is in circulation to the effect that 
the girl has be^i abducted and taken 
;o the United States. It is even added 
that the New York police have been 
aaked to investigate come clews which 
recently came into the possession of 
the police. 


The murder theory has also been ad-

MILITARY OBDBBS. 


What the Guards May Co on Dec- 


oration Day—Hew Taotlos. 


Adjutant General fteeoe, ot the Illinois 


National Guard, has issued among others 
the following general orders: 


No. 13. Hereafter, and until farther 
orders, officers and enlisted men in the 
State military service who are members 
ot the Grand Army of the Republic or 
Sons of Veterans will be permitted to 
choose which organization they desire to 
psrade with on Decoration Day, when- 
ever the National Guard and these or- 
ganizations turn out together on that 
day; 


No. 14. Hereafter and until farther 


orders, no property will be transferred 
from one officer to another, or shipped to 
the State Arssnel, until authority from 
the Quartermaster General has first been 
obtained. Applications for authority to 
transfer or ship property must be accom- 
panied by a detailed statement setting 
forth tbe necessity for such transfer or 
shipment, and give the (condition of the 
property to be transferred or shipped, 


TSb. 15. The new system ot drill regu- 


lations prepared by a board pt officers ot 
the United States Army, having been ap- 
proved by the President ot the United 
States, and published for the informa- 
tion and government of the army and for 
the observance of the mihtiu ot the 
United States tbe same is hereby adopted 
for the government and observance of the 
Illinois' National Gnard, and no exer- 
cises, drill or maneuvers other than those 
embraced iu this system will be used or 
employed in the instruction of the offi- 
cers and enlisted men in tbo military 
service of the United States. Thia order 
will go into effect at once, but in such 
organizations where the new drill regula- 
tions have not yet been procured it will 
go into effect whenever the new system 
is issued by the State, 


The Electric Street 
Railway's 


Growth, 


There are about 400 electrical railways 


in tbe United States and the capital in- 
vested in them exceeds 375,000,000. The 
electric street cars in use in this country 
outnumber the steam and cable oars com- 
bined. There are 6,732 electric card now 
running, against a total of 4,361 cable and 
steam cura. Since November, 1890, the 
number of horses employed oil street 
railway lines has fallen from 116,705 to 
88,114; that is, 28,081 in one year. At 
this ruto it will not take long to emanci- 
pase the horse from street railway service, 
The city having the greatest length ot 
street railways is Philadelphia, with 610 
miles of single traok. Chionzo follows 
next with 452 miles; New York bis 289 
miles; Brooklyn has 285, Boston 283, St. 
Louis 275. Baltimore 207, San Francisco 
305, Cleveland 192, Cincinnati 180, Pitts- 
burgh 108. Kansas Oity 141, New Orleans 
139, Louisville, 132, Buffalo 110, Minne- 
apolis 101, Los Angeles 99, Deroit 9J, 
Washington 85.

Poets and tbe Poetry Discussed, by 


Mrs. O. P. Wooley, of Boston. 


The first of the course of leotarea for 


the season, under tha auspices of the 
Woman's Club, was delivered to an ap- 
preciative audience in the lecture room 
of the Club last evening. 


The lecturer was Mrs. Clia P. Wooley, 


ei-preaident of the Woman's Club of 
Chicago, an authoress of aome note, who 
interested her hearers for more than an 
hour with a critical review of the poeti- 
cal works ot Alfred Tennyson, 
Mies 


Knieper opened the entertainment by an 
admirable rendition ot the song, "Sweet 
and Low." 
The lecturear was then pre- 


sented by Miss Laura V. Wikoff, and 
proceeded to read, from manuscript, a 
charming and scholarly disquisition on 
the subject of the evening. Poetry, ehe 
said, is oa nndefinable ae the atmosphere. 
Of a number ot attempted definitioca 
the nearest to accuracy is, "Poetry 19 
truth in form of purest beauty," Poeta 
ore not sudden products, but great re- 
sulta. Sketching rapidly the character 
istics ol Dante, Milton, Pope, Words- 
wortb, Shelley, Keats and Browning, we 
come, at last, to Tennyson, the moater 
pooc of the day. In Tennyson there ia 
always an ethical intent, while the musi- 
cal rhythm ia never lost in his utterances 
HB was master ot English poetic form and 
master ot thought. Tha Victorian reign 
ushered 
ia 
the scientific school of 


thougnt, among whose disciples were the 
chosen oomradea ot the great post. Em- 
bodying the broader minded theories in 
his writings, they were, at first,coldlj re- 
ceived by tbe critics, nnd hid first volunio 
waa received with little encouragement, 
Edgar A. Poe wns one of tbe few who 
appreciated tbe poetic genius of ovon his 
Brat effort.

MINING HOBBOB. 


Miners Cut Off by Smoke and 


Flames at Springfield This 


Morning. 


The old North Springfield, coal shaft 


was discovered to be on firs this morning 
about 2 o'clock. It was caused by the 
explosion of a lamp in the air box narly 
in the evening, which set fire to some of 
the wood, but which it was thought was 
entirely extinguished tit the time. It 
seems however that it was not, and broko 
out again in full blii£3 in the wood at the 
bottom of the mino. Fourteen men were 
in the shaft at the time and wore at work 
about half a mile from tlia bottom ot the 
shaft when the smoke began to pour out. 
As soon as they discovered their danger 
they shut off the compress box and 
started for the cage. 
Eight of them 


reached the cage by holding their breath 
and cams out safe. The other six were 
overcome and fell before they ranched 
the shaft. 
The fire department was 


called out and reached the scene prompt- 
ly, and after considerable delay turned a 
stream on the lire. About 1J.15 o'clock 
four of tha men nearest the shaft were 
rescued in an unconscious condition and 
brought to the surface. Thero was et'll 
life in tham, however, and efforts at re- 
snscitation were promptly resorted to 
and efforts to recovei the other two were 
pushed with vigor. It is feared they will 
die before they can be found.
